Investigations launched after forklift truck accident 


PROBE INTO 

S HOP DEATH

The Jewson store in Beaumont Road, Banbury 


A WORKER at a builders' merchant 
died after a collision with a forklift 
truck, the Banbury Cake understands. 

David Hewson died following the 
incident at Jewson, in Beaumont Road, 
Banbury, on Friday. 

The Banbury Cake understands police 
have been told the 60-year-old was involved 
in an accident with the forklift, which was 
being operated by another worker. 

Mr Hewson, of Osterley Grove, Banbury, 
was taken to the Horton General Hospital 
following the 3.40pm collision and died a 
short time later. 

Jewson spokesman Sharon Kerby said: 
"We can confirm that an employee of 
Jewson, David Hewson, has died following 
an incident at the Beaumont Road branch in 
Banbury. 

"The police are examining the scene of 
the incident and the relevant authorities will 
be carrying out a full investigation." 

She said: "Jewson is totally committed to 
maintaining the highest standards of health 
and safety across our business, and we will 
co-operate fully and do all that we can to 
support the authorities, in addition to 
carrying out our own health and safety 
investigation. 

"Our thoughts are with David's family at 
this very difficult time." 

A Thames Valley Police spokesman said: 
"The incident involved a forklift truck at a 
Jewson unit in Beaumont Road, Ruscote. 


"A 60-year-old man from the Banbury 
area was taken by ambulance to the Horton 
General Hospital, but has since died. 

"The next of kin has been informed." 

An investigation will be carried out by 
Cherwell District Council instead of the 
Health and Safety Executive, as the incident 
happened at a retail premises. 

Spokesman Craig Forsyth said the 
authority was waiting for a police 
investigation to conclude and it would then 
carry out its own investigation. 

The death has been reported to the 


Oxfordshire coroner. 

A date for the inquest has yet to be 
confirmed. 

It comes four years after another 
workplace death in the town. 

In 2008, Michael Whateley was crushed 
to death on a building site in Broughton 
Road when a JCB telescopic handler 
toppled on to the car he was sitting in. 

Linden Limited, the company developing 
the site for housing, admitted failing to 
ensure the JCB was in the correct condition 
to be used and was fined £14,500.

■ THREE people were 
arrested in Parson's Street, 
Banbury, after a man was 
stabbed in a buttock and 
suffered cuts to his back.

18-year-old girl, 21-year-old 
male and 19-year-old male 
were arrested after an 18- 
year-old man flagged down an 
ambulance in Bolton Road 
with the injuries in the early 
hours on Sunday, police said. 
The victim was yesterday still 
receiving treatment at the 
Horton General Hospital. The 
arrested trio were released on 
police bail until April while 
further enquiries are carried 
out. 


Warehouses would be of 'an unprecedented scale' 


Society's fear over 


'huge' factory units

PLANS to build six major 
industrial units by the M40 
have been criticised by 
Banbury Civic Society. 


Chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 
branded the six-units scheme for 
Overthorpe Road as "huge 
warehouses of an 
unprecedented scale". 

They would "dwarf" the 
nearby distribution centre for 
food firm 3663, he added. 

Barwood Developments has 


said the scheme for industrial or 
manufacturing units would 
provide about 1,000 jobs. 

Yet Mr Kinchin-Smith said he 
believed fewer would be 
created if it was used for 
warehouses. 

He said: "We are 
unconvinced that the small 
number of low-skill jobs created 
by such buildings would justify 
the obvious visual and 
environmental impacts created 
by such massive buildings." 

The 27-hectare plan "leaves 
no room for habitat and 
landscaping" and conflicts with 


six planned units at the former 
Sapa aluminium factory site in 
Southam Road, he said. 

Mr Kinchin-Smith said: "The 
cheaper costs of developing this 
greenfield site would make any 
development of the Sapa site 
uneconomic and thus unlikely 
to ever proceed." 

Peter Frampton, the agent for 
the Overthorpe Road scheme, 
had yet to comment. 

The reaction follows a 
statement from a traders' group 
and Castle Quay bosses who 
said they were opposed to a 
new retail park near Junction 9 


of the M40. 

They warned the M40 plan - 
to include another Next and 
M&S - would suck trade from 
the town. 

But Mr Kinchin-Smith said 
this plan - which would see 
racing firm Prodrive relocate 
nearby - was "not a major 
worry" for members. 

He said: "We are very keen 
that it doesn't detract from the 
retail trade in the town, but it 
needn't necessarily do that." 

Cherwell District Council has 
yet to make a planning decision 
on both schemes.

assurance that the quality of meals 
would be maintained. 

Concerns were raised that the 
county council service would not be 
viable if more schools opted out to 
become self-governing academies. 

County council opposition leader 
Zoe Patrick said: "Food with Thought 
(the council's meal service) is well 
regarded. If it isn't broken, then don't 
fix it." 

_ Last year, the 

service gave the 
county council a 
£900,000 surplus. 

Prices will remain 
under the control of 
the council and will 
be reduced from 
£2.10 to £2 in the 
new academic year. 

Tenders will be 
considered by the 
county council's 
cabinet at its meeting 
on Tuesday, March 
13. 



Insurance 
jobs 'are 
now safe' 


THE jobs of 70 Banbury staff at 
utility insurance firm 
Homeserve are safe, despite 
the company cutting 200 jobs. 

Bosses confirmed that there 
would be redundancies at its 
HQ in Walsall, but that its 
workers based at their 
Cherwell Business Village 
premises, in Southam Road - 
which is responsible for 
plumbing and drainage as well 
as staff training - will escape 
the axe. 

The firm, which last year 
insured three million people in 
the UK against burst pipes, 
broken-down boilers and 
electrical problems, stopped 
making outbound sales calls in 
October and retrained staff 
after a review into whether its 
pricing policies were clear. 

With it taking longer than 
thought to resume marketing 
activities, it said customer 
numbers could be down as 
much as eight per cent - or 
240,000 - in the year to the 
end of March. It had 
previously said it expected a 
five per cent fall.

New sixth 
form hope 

■ EDUCATION bosses were 
expected to back plans for a 
sixth form at Bloxham's 
Warriner School on Tuesday. 
Oxfordshire County Council's 
cabinet was due to approve 
public consultation on the 
expansion, to take 22 students 
from September next year. 
Supporters said it would 
improve pupil choice, cut 
journeys and help attract high 
quality teachers. It would 
have 195 students by 2016. 
Opponents, including 
Banbury and Chipping 
Norton schools, said it would 
"fragment" education in the 
area. 

Sentence for 
attack on boy 

■ An 18-year-old man has 
been given a community order 
for attacking a boy in a park. 
Dean Reading was sentenced 
at Oxford Crown Court on 
Friday after earlier admitting 
one count of causing actual 
bodily harm. He attacked a 
14-year-old boy in Spiceball 
Park, Banbury, on October 1. 
Reading, of Abbey Road, 
Banbury, was given 12 months' 
supervision, a restorative- 
justice requirement and told to 
pay £100 compensation and 
£150 costs. 


Prodrive office plans agreed - but move hinges on retail park 


MOTORSPORT firm Prodrive 
has won planning permission 
for new offices as part of plans 
for a new retail park for 
Banbury. 

Yet it will only move to the 
former Hella lighting factory in 
Noral Way if permission is 
given for a retail park at its 
existing Acorn Way home. 


Cherwell District Council has 
approved Prodrive's plans to 
refurbish the Hella factory, near 
junction 9 of the M40. 

It is expected to make a 
decision next month on the 
nearby retail park, at Wildmere 
Industrial Estate, to include 
M&S and Next stores. 

The firm said it would only 


buy the Hella site if owner LXB 
properties got permission for 
the "Banbury Gateway" retail 
park. 

The move has concerned 
some town centre traders who 
fear it will attract business 
away from their shops. 

But LXB said the scheme 
would bring shoppers into the 


town by providing a free shuttle 
bus link. 

Prodrive chairman David 
Richards said: "This is great 
news and means we are half 
way to achieving our ambition 
of moving into what would 
become a fantastic new home 
for Prodrive in Banbury." 

Most of the cash from the 


sale of the Acorn Way offices 
would be needed to refurbish 
the Hella site, spokesman Ben 
Sayer said. 

The new offices would be 
"state of the art" and feature a 
"heritage centre" and glass 
atrium for the public to see 
engineers at work on Mini and 
Aston Martin racing teams.

Mum Ali, 41, said: "It is so lovely that people are willing to put them¬ 
selves out for Tiago, so he can have the best opportunities in life. It is quite 
humbling." 

The social worker, of Cope Road, Banbury said: "He is an amazing little 
boy. "When you meet him you couldn't help but fall in love with him and Ali Dos Santos with her son, Tiago 
want to help him." Tiago & Ali's Fund was set up after his father, Paulo, 39, 0X50356 

died in a road crash on the A415, near 
Ducklington, in 2006.

Primary School and his mother said: "He loves 
it. He has amazing support staff there who 
really help him integrate into the school."

■ DIAL-a-ride bus services will 
be funded for another year, 
Oxfordshire County Council 
has decided. One bus will be 
available for pensioners and 
disabled people in each 
district, between 9am and 
5pm, Monday to Friday. 
Dial-a-ride offers door-to-door 
transport for those who ring 
up and book it. The county 
council has stepped in to 
co-ordinate the service after 
district councils said they 
could not afford it any more. 
The decision means services 
will be reduced in Cherwell, 
but the district council could 
agree to fund additional buses.

Jobs? Bringing attention 


to the military

EMPLOYERS looking to 
recruit new staff in 
Oxfordshire are being urged 
to consider those leaving the 
armed forces. 

Up to 250 personnel will 
leave the forces in the county 
alone this year. 

And similar numbers are 
expected in future years, as the 
impact of defence cuts hit one of 
the largest employers in the 
county. 

Now the Ministry of Defence 
has teamed up with Oxfordshire 
County Council in a bid to make 
bosses aware of the many highly- 
skilled individuals joining the 
open jobs market, often for the 
first time. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Keith Mitchell said he had 
met representatives from all 
three armed forces recently. 

He added: "I have been huge¬ 
ly impressed by their confidence, 


method of working, pride in 
what they do and the skills they 
have. I can't think of better train¬ 
ing than that which the military 
receive." 

The total number of service 
personnel number 11,000 in 
Oxfordshire - broken down into 
8,770 regular service members, 
1,660 civilian support staff and 
522 members of reserve forces. 

Official estimates show the 
MoD, as a whole, generates 
£577m for the county's econo¬ 
my. 

Major Mags Miller, of the 
Royal Logistic Corps, said: 
"What employer wouldn't want 
a self-motivated, disciplined, 
smartly turned out individual 
who is used to being trained and 
is work ready? 

"Many will have significant 
technical skills and experience 
of leading and managing others. 
Inspirational leadership is the 
bedrock of military success." 

Last year the Career Transition 
Partnership, a group run by the 


MoD and the Right Management 
employment group, supported 
15,000 "service leavers" nation¬ 
ally. 

It runs workshops that teach 
individuals a range of topics, 
ranging from starting a business 
to interview techniques, and also 
allows employers to register their 
vacancies free of charge. 

Ruth Tomlinson, of the CTP, 
said: "More than 90 per cent of 
service leavers are settled within 
six months, either through 
employment, education or retire¬ 
ment." 

Local businesses looking to 
expand their workforces said ex¬ 
forces personnel were ideal can¬ 
didates for vacancies. 

Bicester Chamber of 
Commerce chairman Ben 
Jackson, and a member of the 
Oxfordshire Skills Board, said: 
"The key things employers will 
see are a good work ethic and 
the right mindset. The actual 
skills needed can be trained 
later."

AT its peak, thousands of troops, 
nuclear missiles and fast jets 
were stationed there. 

The former US Air Force base at 
Upper Heyford, was central in the 
West's defence against Russia during 
the decades-long Cold War. 

Although the Americans have now 
long since gone, finally leaving the 
base in 1994, not much has 
changed. 

The base was sold to a property 
development firm, but more than ten 
years of planning wrangles meant 
nothing has been built there. 

Recently, internationally-known 
photographer Richard Smith was 
allowed behind the scenes to take a 
snapshot of its history. 

English Heritage has described the 


base as one of the most important 
Cold War sites in Europe. 

His pictures have been included 
in an exhibition due to open at the 
Said Business School Gallery, Park 
End Street, Oxford, next month. 

Mr Smith, who lives near Banbury, 
said: "I was always puzzled by this 
huge, 1,200-acre space in the 
Oxfordshire countryside. 

"Most locals seemed to have little 
knowledge of the place, just 
remembering the thousands of 
Americans who worked and lived in 
the area, and the noise of the 
aircraft. 

"The majority of people would 
only have seen the place from 
outside of the massive barbed-wire 
fences. After I negotiated access to 
the base, I was left largely to my 
own devices. 

"It was quite overwhelming, and 
intimidating. The hardened aircraft 


hangars and blast walls are 
enormous, standing as monuments 
to the period known as the Cold 
War. 

"There is fencing everywhere, 
sometimes in triple layers, and we 
knew little of what went on there. 

"I believe it was the metaphorical 
front line of the Cold War, and I 
hope that my photographs go some 
way in shedding light on what was 
once a very secretive place." 

Mr Smith graduated from the 
School of Documentary 
Photography, where he was taught 
by the Magnum great David Hurn. 

He went on to work for 
magazines across the globe, 
photographing whale killing in the 
Faroe Islands to prison life in Texas. 

The exhibition, called Upper 
Heyford — A Cold War Landscape , 
opens on Monday, March 5, and 
runs until Friday, March 30.

Correcting an 1858 

® History sleuth reveals 
'murderer' was acquitted

AN academic hopes to shatter myths 
about Banbury's Victorian poor living 
"in sin" and even committing murder 
most foul. 

Professor Rebecca Probert poured through 
historical records about Neithrop to argue 
that cohabitation was not common among 
residents. 

And she hopes her research will put lie to 
a claim that Victorian prostitute Susan Owen 
was murdered by her live-in lover William 
Willson in 1858. 

A 1966 article in the Cake and Cockhorse, 
the journal of the Banbury Historical Society, 
reported that Willson was convicted of mur¬ 
dering her. 

This is thought to have prompted Charles 
Dickens to write about the murder of Nancy 
by Bill Sikes in Oliver Twist, she said - but 
the facts in the original case did not live up 
to the fiction. 

Prof Probert said: "Susan Owen did 
indeed meet her death in 1858, after an 
evening in one of the local beerhouses, hav¬ 
ing fallen on to the cobblestones in the yard. 
But whether she fell because of the drink, or 
because of a blow from Willson, was unclear 
from the evidence before the court. And 
Willson was, in fact, acquitted." 


Her research showed that 20 years later 
Willson was a pauper in a workhouse. 

Barrie Trinder, author of the 1966 piece, 
now 72, said he read the new report with 
interest. 

He said it was likely his original article 
was based on the opening of the case from 
The Banbury Advertiser newspaper, but not 
his acquittal. 

He said: "There were no easily filed 
copies of newspapers from the time. I must 
have picked it up by chance and seen just 
the start of the case." 

And Prof Probert, a historian at the 
University of Warwick, said the 1851 census 
helps dispel cohabitation myths. 

She said marriage was in fact "near ubiq¬ 
uitous", with 93.5 per cent of households 
headed by a person who was, or had been, 
married. 

And an 1851 investigation by The Board of 
Health, backs this up, she added. 

Prof Probert said: "The case-study of 
Neithrop suggests that the popularity of 
cohabitation in Victorian England has been 
very much exaggerated." 

This showed many previously classed by 
historians as cohabitees were, in fact, house¬ 
keepers. 

She added: "Most surprisingly of all, 
almost all of the couples living together as 
husband and wife could be shown to have 
gone through a ceremony of marriage."

MORE health visitors are need¬ 
ed in Oxfordshire to support 
families with young children, it 
has been claimed.

Report warns: 
We could run 
out of water

HOMES in Oxfordshire could run 
out of water over the coming 
decades. 

A combination of population 
increases linked to climate change 
could cause major shortages in the 
Thames basin, according to new 
predictions. 

The threat could eventually see the 
mothballed reservoir project between 
Abingdon and Wantage revived. 

The Thames Basin currently 
provides 2.6bn litres of water a day 
to London and the Thames Valley. 

But a report from the Department 
for the Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs' predicts shortages of 478m 
litres a day by the 2020s, and 


1,700m litres in the 2050s, if the 
population keeps growing. 

In worst case scenarios, the region 
will be short of 2.57bn litres of 
water a day by the middle of the 
century. 

Water expert Steve Wade, who 
helped write the Climate Change 
Risk Assessment, said it flagged up 
the need for long-term solutions. 

He said: "In the short term, over the 
next 30 years, we are probably OK. 

"But we are highlighting big issues 
in the longer term, in the 2050s and 
beyond." 

The population is expected to grow 
by a million in London and 200,000 
in the Thames Valley by 2035, with 
extra pressure being put on water 
supplies by rising numbers of smaller 
households. 



Hotter summers, with lower rainfall 
and more evaporation, could lead to 
shortages, while wetter winters could 
also lead to more floods in the 
Thames Valley, Mr Wade said. 

He said studies showed using water 
more efficiently would not be 
enough on its own to stop long-term 
shortages. 

"On the demand side, there are 
leakage issues and we've all got to 
use a bit less water, but on the supply 
side we are talking about things like 
the possibility of water transfers or 
the reservoir going back on the 
agenda in the future. 

"There is the potential for more 
sharing of water between different 
parts of the county, but it is heavy 
and expensive to transfer." 

The projections echo an 
Environment Agency study published 
last year which shows that the 
Thames river basin will face the 
biggest challenge in shortages by the 
2050s. 

A Thames Water spokesman said: 
"Our water resources management 
plan takes into account the 
predictions of climate change and 
includes supply schemes to ensure 
there will be enough water to serve 
our customers across the region long 
into the future." 

Group Against Reservoir 
Development vice-chairman 
Michael Robson said: "We are not 
worried in respect of water supplies 
because there are better ways of 
supplying London than the reservoir. 

"We also believe Thames Water 
has over- stated the demand."

CHERWELL District Council 
hopes to keep its portion of 
the council tax bill frozen 
for the third year running. 

The "no change" proposals 
were agreed by the council's 
executive to keep its share at 
£123.50 - for every Band D 
property. 

The suggested new budget 
will go before the full council at 
a meeting on Monday, February 
27. 

Cherwell said while it would 
receive £1 m less in its 
Government grant, it had 
managed to cut £2m from its 
planned expenditure over the 
next financial year. 

Savings will be made from 
back-office functions and re¬ 
negotiating contracts with 
external organisations. Through 
sharing a management and IT 
team with South 
Northamptonshire District 
Council, it had managed to save 
£583,000. 

Cherwell will spend £14.6m 
over 2012/13. 

Ken Atack, Cherwell's 
financial management chief, 
said: "The amount of money we 
have to work with has reduced 
by more than a third over the 
last six years. 

"Yet in three of those years we

have managed to avoid tax 
increases while protecting, and 
in many cases improving, our 
services. 

"These are austere times and 
we need to cut our cloth 
accordingly. That's why we're 
asking our officers to be ever 
more innovative in the way they 
work." 

The council says since 
2007/8, it has reduced its 
expenditure from £23.5m to 
£14.6m. 

It said its fees and charges 
were only expected to rise at the 
rate of inflation this year.

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Tragedy - or is that triumph? 


YOU'VE got to hand it to the 
Spymonkey team for turning 
tragedy into triumph. 

The inspiration for their latest 
production - Oedipussy, based on 
the ultimate Greek tragedy Oedipus 
- was born out of a fairly dark time 
in the company's lives. 

After taking a comedy on tour to 
Edinburgh, one reviewer sniped: 
"This is one joke spun by the 
middle-aged company into a two- 
hour show". Ouch! 

"It did hit a nerve/' says Toby 
Parks, Spymonkey's music-maker 
and actor. "The thought of us 
trudging round the country in our 
mid-40s and then getting a review 
like that was a depressing one. 

"We'd always wanted to turn to 
tragedy and this seemed like perfect 
timing to take on the best of them 
all. Tragedies allow those really big 
themes with really big theatre - the 
form has chorus and very physical, 
present actors. 

"We were ready." 

And it seems, they were. 
Sophocles' plot of accidental mum- 
incest, violent dad-murder and - 
yes - paedophilic rape might not 
sound like a laugh a minute, but 
Spymonkey has hit this epic tale 
with comedy clowning clout. There 
are glamorous dashes of Barbarella 
and Bond for good measure, thanks

to set designer Michael Vale and 
costume designer Lucy Bradridge, 
who has previously worked on 
Cirque de Soleil. 

Toby says: "We've gone into 
areas we would otherwise be 
nervous about treading on. 

"There are some adult moments, 
including nudity, the obvious 
swearword and, of course, the 
material! But we find it disturbs 
grown-ups more than it disturbs 
children. 

"People have told us it's funny, 
passionate and sad, all at the 
same time." 

Such katharsis is helped along by 
snatches of vivid personal tragedy 
amid the comic capers. Dressed 
formally, each member addresses 
the audience to share deeply 
personal woes including fertility 
problems, thwarted ambition and 
illness. It's this mix of classical 
surrealism and poignant reality that 
has had both audiences and critics 
spellbound.

Sizzling show from the RSC 


SOMETIMES an idea is so inspired 
that it seems head-slappingly 
obvious when it appears. So it is 
with the setting of the RSC's Taming 
Of The Shrew in... a bed. 

It's so perfect for the frustrated 
intimacy that you wonder how it's 
not always staged this way. 

The weird and wonderful 
Christopher Sly framing device is 
milked for humour with this randy 
old slob romping and ranting under 
and over the sheets, baring his 
extraordinary bum. 

Director Lucy Bailey plays it 
straight - David Caves' Petruchio 
takes pride in taming his wildcat 
Kate into a model of love and 
servility. But his attraction for her is 
so red-hot and his swan-like 
swagger so sexy and likeable that 
he emerges heroic. There is real 
sizzle between these two, who start 
ripping each other's clothes off 
before anyone can leave. 

Joy also shoots from unexpected 
corners - Simon Gregor as Grumio 
and Huss Garbiya as Biondello as 
well as cool live music. Bubble¬ 
brained Bianca's tuition is spiced up 
by sex snippets viewed through the 
giant headboard. 

And Kate? No mean feat to play 
a woman tamed. But Lisa Dillon's 
feisty displays mean she doesn't tug

Set in the early 20th century, 
David Cronenberg's film explores 
the scholarly battle of wits between 
Sigmund Freud (Viggo Mortensen) 
and his brilliant protege, Carl Jung 
(Michael Fassbender) - two great 
thinkers who furthered our 
knowledge about human behaviour 
and the control exerted by the 
subconscious. 

Sexual desire coursed beneath 
the surface of the Canadian 
director's early work, reaching a 
climax in the deeply divisive, auto¬ 
erotic Crash. 

The couplings here are clinical 
rather than erotic, sado-masochistic 
rather than salacious - a temporary 
salve to years of anguish and self- 
loathing. 

Hampton's screenplay is dense 
and wordy, providing Michael 
Fassbender, Keira Knightley and 
Viggo Mortensen with meaty roles 
as the three points of a self- 
destruction triangle that ultimately 
gives birth to psychoanalysis.

The film opens in 1904. 

A deeply disturbed 18-year-old 
woman called Sabina Spielrein 
(Knightley) is admitted to Jung's 
psychiatric clinic in Zurich and 
provides a fascinating subject. 

Through conversations with 
Sabina, Jung delves into her 
emotional distress and he discovers 
that her relationship with an 
abusive father is at the root of her 
spasms and outbursts. 

The Swiss psychiatrist seeks 
guidance from Freud, who presides 
over the academic establishment 


with arrogance, espousing his 
theories on the human condition 
and his "talking cure" technique. 

The two men galvanise a 
relationship of mutual respect and 
competition, challenging each 
other's firmly held notions. 

A Dangerous Method is clinical 
and emotionally cold, distinguished 
by the performances of the central 
trio, including an eye-catching turn 
from Knightley laden with twitches 
and nervous tics.

Having led the rally after the first 
stage, Dani was showing a strong pace 
on the Mini WRC's snow debut and the 
team fully expected him to maintain 
this fifth place for the event. 

Team principal Dave Wilcock said: 
"Patrik has a very mature rallying head 
on his shoulders. He has maintained a 
consistent pace throughout the rally, 
managed his Michelin tyres very well 
and hasn't put a mark on the car. 

"He has achieved all his goals and to 
be honest, eighth place is a good as he 
and we could have hoped for on his 
debut with so many experienced WRC 
drivers ahead of him. I think he has a 
great future and I fully expect him to be 


challenging for podiums." 

Sandell said: "The balance of the 
Mini WRC has been really good and it 
is so easy to drive fast. Over the 
weekend my speed has been increasing 
and I hope next time out in a WRC to 
be in the top five and after that to aim 
for a podium. 

"The way the Prodrive team has 
supported me has been fantastic and I 
have learnt so much from them. 
Without their support I don't think I 
would have improved so much during 
the weekend." 

The Prodrive team will now return to 
Banbury to prepare for a development 
test on the Mini WRC later this month. 

In March, the team will introduce a 
number of performance enhancements, 
before the Mini WRC's next outing.

Reply to town hall rap 


Sir, I would like to reply to the 
letter from Mike Beal 
(Banbury Cake, February 9) re: 
the use of the basement of 
Banbury Town Hall. 

Mike Beal is a former 
employee of Oxfordshire 
County Council's youth 
service, and is putting forward 
an extremely biased and 
distorted view of the situation 
regarding Banbury Town Hall's 
basement. 

This is particularly sad after 
the town council helped Mr 
Beal accommodate some 
youth provision during the 
rebuild of Woodgreen Youth 
Centre. 

It is true that the basement 
has been the home of the 
Oxford Independent Video 
and the Animation Station. 

It was, as stated above, also 
used on a strictly temporary 
basis by the youth service for 
the period between the 
closure of the old Bridge Bar 
in Banbury and the opening of 
the new hub youth centre at 
Woodgreen and we were 
keen to assist in that 
transformation. 

Mr Beal knew from the start 
that the town hall would not 
be a long-term base for youth 
services, which are now 
operating successfully from 


the hub. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council, as Mr Beal well 
knows, organises youth 
services, not Banbury Town 
Council, but we have an 
enviable record of working 
with charities and voluntary 
organisations catering for all 
age groups. 

The cadet forces in Banbury 
are valued partners of the 
council, and through our grant 
aid we have helped many 
voluntary organisations that 
provide youth work in the 
town. 

Anyone who knows the 
town hall basement will 
realise that its use is very 
limited. 

It is "crypt or dungeon-like" 
in its layout, and is a 
collection of windowless 
small cells/rooms. Access to it 
is by way of a narrow semi- 
spiral staircase which is 
unsuitable for anyone with a 
disability. Furthermore, 
disabled access is virtually 
impossible to install. 

Toilet facilities are limited, 
but perhaps the biggest 
drawback is the fire risk. The 
only way in or out is via the 
very narrow staircase. Because 
of that, the number of people 
who can use it at any one 


time is strictly controlled. 

Banbury Town Council is 
encouraging the use of all 
parts of the town hall, and a 
huge refurbishment later this 
year will play a big part in 
persuading members of the 
public to use its available 
rooms. Using the basement 
for internal use, especially 
much needed storage, will 
free up space in the main 
building for community use. 

The basement is a problem 
area when it comes to usage, 
not because of a lack of desire 
from Conservative councillors 
or politicians but because of 
its design and position, and 
safety concerns. 

A possible use for it is 
being considered at the 
moment, again on a 
temporary basis with a local 
charity, who I am sure, unlike 
Mr Beal, will not come back 
to bite the hand that helped 
when called upon. 

Mr Beal says "get real 
Banbury" - but he's the one 
who needs to get some reality 
into his thinking about the 
town hall.

Dusty battles ice to 
make his deliveries

CUTTING his boat, Dusty, 
through the ice of the Oxford 
Canal, Mark Boardman is 
one of those unsung heroes. 

Mr Boardman — one of the 
last remaning boatmen who sells 
coal, diesel and bottled gas 
through the winter months to 


people living on the UK's water¬ 
ways — used his 60ft-long boat 
to plough through three-inch- 
thick on the Oxford Canal. 

The 54-year-old, known to his 
customers as "Dusty", was ada- 
ment that the freeze would not 
stop him reaching his customers 
along a 45-mile stretch of the 
waterways. 

"They rely on me," said the 


father of two grown-up children. 

"I am their means of cooking, 
powering their boats and provid¬ 
ing electricity and coal for heat¬ 
ing. 

"It is a big responsibilty and I 
work very hard to ensure that 
they get their fuel. 

"I am able to smash through 
the ice because I have a heavy 
and powerful boat. 

"If I don't do it, no one else 
will. 

"Once I have broken up the 
ice, people can also go and get 
fresh drinking water and empty 
their loos, so it is about so much 
more than just providing them 
with fuel." 

Dusty, who has been working 
as a self-employed boatman for 
six-and-a-half years, told how the 
recent ice on the canal was three 
inches thick in places. 

"On Monday of last week it 
took me 11 hours to cover a 
three-mile stretch of the canal," 
he added. "It was a journey that 
should normally have taken me 
an hour and a quarter. 


"However, it's not yet as bad as 
last winter when I was complete¬ 
ly stuck and couldn't move for 
four weeks. 

"That was the worst winter 
since 1963. 

"Then it took me 28 days to do 
the Oxford-to-Banbury round 
trip, which normally only takes 
me two weeks." 

Dusty, who used to work as a 
graphic designer on such classic 
children's books as Rosie and Jim, 
and the TV favourite Tellytubbies, 
took to the water after a divorce 
left him needing to "re-discover" 
himself. 

"The canal system is a very 
nice way of hiding oneself away," 
he said. 

"It is quite romantic and a 
peaceful way of life that gives 
you a chance to reflect on what 
you have done." 

He spends two weeks travel¬ 
ling the waterways between 
Oxford and Cropredy before giv¬ 
ing himself a week off to repair 
both his boats and rest his sore 
muscles.

On average among the 10 models 
featuring the greatest disparity 
in failure rates, newer variants 
are almost 10 per cent more 
likely to break down than older 
cars.
